I was glatl to SCO liow much of the 
banks aro now cased with Htono. 
Troea grow with difliculty iu thn fiatid, 
and their roocs sufler from iliu salt wa- 
ter. A isandy bank is carried hy tho 
-w^h -gf tho steamers into iho deep 
water channel. But thia Htouo ca.siiig 
rosi.sts the wash, and whni it is cuin- 
pleto tho conipiiny will bo able to iii- 
croa.se, wliijout dungt-r, tlioir regula- 
tion apecd. We met no obstacle for 
two hours.

Btrctciiing a^vay to tho yellow desert 
there are gare.s or jiassing places every 
few niile.H, where the deep water-way is 
widened from twenty-foiu to fifty 
yards, and somotiuifs more, and ft:sig- 
DAlnian system stops or allows to pass 
the ships according as tho next run Is 
free or occupied. We padsed tho first 
care succe8.sfully, l)Utat tho soeoiid the 
ball was hoisted above the flag, which, 
jn canal language, means "go into the 
siding." Nothing came by before sun- 
set, when all traffic ceases, and wo lay 
in the nioonlighi with every intention 
to proceed at sunrise. But when I 
came up ne.xt u)ori<iii;^ to. ice the ainy;.

All save 
two carried tho I'.ritisli tia^:, Throe 
worn crammed with pilgrinis, forocaw- 
tie, main deck and qtutrter deck, one 
mass of life. Even tho boat.s wore full 
of thcni ; and from under a canva.s 

- awning peeped tho veiled faces of the 
•women. One lot were Hussian pil- 
griiu.s from the t.'auc:isus — Kavago-look- 
'ing fellows in fur c:ips and blaek 
cloaks; tho others were Algerians and 
and Moors in turban.s and burnous. 

)-Tho rest of tho shifw wi^ru carfjo-Ioden, 
twenty-two and iw nty-thrqc feet in 
the water. All went safely till tho 
sovonteenth, tho Scotch Greys came.

Such a work would not bo dillicult, but 
it would be very costly. The deep 
water pa.s.sage would iiavc to "lie moro 
than doubled iji width, as the slow 
speed makes steering dillicult, and filiipa 
in p-issing would require plenty of 
searooni loavoid at'cidimts. The iireseut 
width of iwunly livf) yards would liavc 
to bo raised lo si.xty, liut it would not 
be necessary to incj-easi.' the width or 
surface of the wiiole waterway, which 
is already IQ^yards from bank to bank. 
The second mode of increasing the fac- 
ilitii a for pas-mge is more feasible, and 
h^ much to rcconmicud it. It consists 
in a considerable increuso in tho nura- 

! V'b§r;pf g'U'es or passing places, and in 
the Icngihenina of those already in ex- 
iatanco. There are at present, thirteen, 
and they might easily be increased to 
twenty. The sanio j)recaution now 
practised would bo still enforced in the- 
jiassing of ships The block system 
would be carried out from gare to garo. 
Tho buoying of tlio passage i.-j already 
excellent, and there would be no in- 
crease in the danger of fouling and 
jamming, Tbo consequences of suuh 
accidents in so narrow a waterway as 
tbo canal arc so serious that I think, 
on- the whole, the increase of the gares

oonducL it. Hut we forbear. The pub- 
lic have set tho seal of condemnation on 
tho unwholesome publication by defeat- 
ing its proprietor and wrecking tho local 
ministry which liii journal supported. 
That is satiKtaction (tnough for one .sea- 
sini and with it we shall rest content — for 
the present 

rnujici: school. 

The recent dc;;truL'ti(';} by fire uf an 
educational landmark in this city ami the 
appeal to tho gtmcral pulilic by the Epi.s- 
copal church authorities render this a 
very fitting time lo call attention to tho 
pressing need of such an institution as is 
outlined in an "Ap|:ieal in behalf of t,lio 
building fund nt the t'ollogo Scliool, \'ic- 
toria." That tliis |irovince coidd have 
boon in existence, and to a considerable 
extent prosponms, for nearly a qi:arter of 
a century without having a college whore 
youilis could bo prepared for taking a de- 
gree, even in science, is an anomaly which 
inte'lligont and educated strangers can 
Hcarcelj' ci ini [jn lieiid. 'I'u old residents, 
however, tliis a].; ■oent anomaly is quite 
understood. Population has, so far, beiui 
small; the different religious bodies have 
not been aulticieiilly numerous or wealthy 
lo establish and «up|)ort independent col- 
leges; and thus many years have elapsed 
in this city without a successful attempt 
having been made in the direction iiuii- 
eated. Tho burning of the cdd cidlogiate 
school buildinjt, instead uf being viewed 
.as a calannty, might be looked upon as a 
"blessing in disiruirte." if the result should 
bo the establishmeiil ol a more u.xteuib:d 
and more useful iU3tiLuti(Ui. For tho at- 
tiiinment of this desirable end none of 
the elements of success appear to bo 
wanting. Victoria must over remain a 
centre of population; its charming situa- 
tion, its healthful climate, its niagiiifiecnt 
.sco'iery, its facilities for cheaj) and com- 
fortable living, ai:d iii.any other advan- 
tages, caiiunt liiil Lo i)e immensely at- 
tiactivo not only to residents in other 
and remote portii;n.s of the pnu-incc, but 
tu those of all ihb neighboring states and 
territ.Tiea. Tho (.roposed college and 
boarding ostablishmenf, thoreforo, if 
carried out on a scale commenaurato with 
tho reciuireuieuts of the time, will meet a 
want that has long boon felt and acknow- 
ledged by every educational well-wisher 
of the province. All will concede that 
the movement is in excellent hands; and 
tliat a moat liberal response will be made 
to the call by an intelligent and gener- 
ously disposed community here ancl else- 
where may bo taken for granted. The 
ostabliahment of such an institution here 
in connection with a similar one already 
in successful operation at New Westmin- 
Btor will prove tho nucleus of a provin- 
cial university on the; Ijn.-iis of that of 
London, England. Manitoba, although 
a much younger province, years ago es- 
tablished such a university, with three 
afliliating colleges, behm^ing to tho Epis- 
oopalians, Roman Catholics and Method- 
ists respectively. With the contemplated 
institution in good working ordor thore 
can be nothing in tho way of establislilng 
a liritish Columbian university un tho 
snmo basis, re.ady for tho first class of un- 
dergraduates that can bo prepared in any 
of the Roman Catholic, tho Methodist, or 
Episcopalian colleges. It is high timo 
that there should bo a degree-conferring 
body in this ivcsiorn province in at loast 
arts, laws and medicine; and with unity 
of action this most dosirable consumma- 
tion JKUiy, easily be attained. To secure 
this end neither an imposing university 
building nnr a body (>f professors is ro- 
quired; but simply a soflicient number of 
poraons empowered to examine candidates 
and confer degrees. Tho scheme now 
under consideratiou ha« our heartiest 
wisbeB for »t« Bucoes?. 



THE F.OAfi TO INDIA. 

Hussia's P.aplA A&v&nee lipoa tlxe 
Enfflisli Somlnioas in tlxe East— 
The Battle arotmA of XTatlons. 

(N\«- York IIoraM.). . '•. 

The alarming situation of aflairs in 
Egypt and tli>! ellbrt.-i imw being ui.oie by 
(Iroat Urilain lo pr(^si>rve the ro.id to 
India by the Suez canal, bring into re- 
newed prominence the ende.ivurof Kussia 
to reach India from tho Caspian. On tho 
10th of i^larch a treaty was concluded be- 
tween Ituasia and Persia defining tho ter- 
ritories of tho czar and tho shah to the 
east of tho Caspian sea. 

.Modern lii.-itory [jorhaps oilers no more 
dtriking contrast than do tho patience, 
consistency and persevoranco of , Russia, 
and the fitfulfubiess and the hiconsistency 
of England, in jiursurance of their re- 
spective policies in Central Asia. Only a 
few years ago Kngland was in a flame of 
iiul ignat ion because Jlussia had advanced 
to fvhiva. To-day Kussia is not only in 
possession of tho desert tracks — larger in 
extent than France -that lie to the south 
of Khiva, but she h.as planted her stand- 
ard in the woll-wrttored fertile belt bound- 
ed on tho north by theTekke Turcomans' 
country, and on tho south byitho groat 
.salt desert of Khurasan, and which forms 
tho glacis of Englanil's Indian empire. It 
Is not England, hut it is Husaia that has 
at last secured a "thoroughly scientific 
frontier. 

A short time ago iM. do Oiers repeatedly 
assured Lord DuH'eriii — then ambassador 
at St. Fi<tersburg — that Russia had no in- i 
teiition of advanciiiL' on .^lerv. The sin 
cority of these assurances is now proved 
beyond any doubt, [(.^r Merv is no longer 
of the slightest iinportance to liussia, 
who now coiimiaiids three routes— all to 
tho southwest of Merv -which constituto 
ibo "inside track" to Herat, tho tecog- 
ni.'.od key to India. 

Askabad- a -itroiiiily foriilied town, '<'20 
mile.H to the 10 rthe.-ist uf Krasnovodsky- 
has recently hocomo the groat military 
and commercial ccniro uf Kussia in these 
regions. Il'ho Rus-sians have already con - 
.striicted .a railroad from Krasuovodsky — 
ahicli posseH.scs the beat harbor in the 
Caspian sea to a ['oiiit liti luiliis to the 
B lUthea-'t of llurma. In a few month.-i 
this railroad will bo completed to .-Vska- 
bad, which will then lie in direct com- 
munication — railway and Caspinn steam- 
ers — with the entire railway aystimi of 
European Kussia. Tho trea(_" just con- 
cluded gives RuHsi.i tho complete com- 
mand of two passes t hrough tho mountain 
chain, ranging from S, 000 to 11,000 feet 
high, that forms a portion uf tin- new 
boundary line. These two passes being 
as they now are in tho hands of Russia, 
enable her to command no less than three 
separate routes, all amply provided with • 
water, by which very large araiies could I 
ainuiltanoou.sly ;iiid wilh the ijreale^t ce- 
lerity march to Herat. j 

.Mthough tho Kils.'Mau government is i 
perfectly sincere in di.Hclaiuiing tlic desire i 
for aa immodiato advance Iiuliaward, 
nevertheloss it should be remembered 
that eiu-rei-'t ic Voung Uussian olliceis liv- 
ing in the dull st.alicuis of Central Asia 
naturally wi.'<h to win for themselves pro- 
motion and reputation. It i.s such tiery 
spirits that, in the ease of nil vigorous 
nations, have paved the way for future 
coiinuest.s. It w,!.-- thus iIkU I'^iyhmii her- 
self gradually absorbed the whole (jf 
India, where aluu'st every adv.ance and 
territorial acquisition was carried out in 
direct ojjpositioii to the central govorn- 
ment. So it in wilh Jlusaia. And now 
Herat— the key of Indiii, situated in the 
centrt: of an e.xtensivo and fertile valley 
that forms tlu! n.<!.iiral garden .'lud gran- | 
ary of Central ABia--has become "the' 
spur to prick the sides of the intent" of 
every aspiring Russian ollicer.

These e.\tensive tnachino, boiler and 
stove works (Joseph Spratt, J. P., pro- 
prietor), situated on Store and Chatham 
streets, coTOr Some eight town lots, with 
two lots on the harbor front occupied for 
the purpose of wharves, etc. Thej- were 
established in 1802. 

Upon the corner of Chatham and Store 
streets is a substantiid brick building of 
three stories with a basement. This ia 
almost wholly occupied as storage for pat- 
terns, with the exception of the base 
ment, which is used for the storage of 
steel and tubes, otc. 

THE M.tCUI.Ni: SHOP. 

Stopping across the yard introduces tho 
visitor to tho machine ahnp, a two-story 
building, tho second flat being occupied 
as a p.ittern shop. The building is about 
'/dO feet long by 50 foot broad. The ma- 
chine shop presents a long vista of whirl- 
ing pulleys and belts overhead, ami sub- 
stantial machine plant bclnw, comprising 
two large lathes fcir largo and heavy work 
and probably able for tho biggest work on 
the coast ; live smaller lathes, one 
planer with a 2o-foni bod, and one 18- 
foot bed, three boring machines, ono 
shaping machine, ono gear cutting ma- 
chine, ono emery wheel and a largo crane 
fur general purpuses. It m.iy be stated 
that among the principal work now en- 
gaging the attentien of tho shops is a 25- 
horao power engine and boiler for a steam 
barge of 400 toibs for ostracting and rcn- 
dori'ig oil from fish, for Mr. Spratt, and 
a pair of SO-hurse power hoiating engines 
were lately turned out for tho new mine 
of Dunsniuir, Diggle A Co. Tho works 
also manufacture machinery for making 
salmon l>o.\e3 holding four ilozon cans, 
lish canning machinery of nil kinds, such 
as soldering machides, presses, knives 
and crimpers, and n patent can filler 
doing the work of twenty Chinamen. Mr. 
Spratt ha.i moreover on hand a large 
contract for supplying railroad iron fur 
piers and bridges to the amount of 
700,000 pounds of wrought and cast iron, 
and a number of derrick winches, alio 
for railroad jjurpcjaos. 

Tin; r.triKR.v koom. 
Here all tho patterns required in the 
works are made, the machinery used 
being circular, jig and band saws and two 
lathes fur wood trimming. 

THE BUlLi:U UOl'.SK. 

Tho boiler house is an ell from tho 
brass-finiihing shop, and contains a boiler 
of SO-horse power supplying three engines 
of 12-horso power eucli, in diU'eront parts 
of the works, viz., uue in tho machine 
shop, another in the foundry, and a third 
in the bntss finishing shop, which the 
I boiler house adjoins.

Salmon at tbe Falls. 

At Yale bridge are salmon in great num- 
bers, that have made their way nearly a 
quarter of a mile from the Eraser river, 
and are now struggling day and night to 
climb tho rough rapids of tho creek, now 
at low water mark. The salmon are from 
12 to 20 inches long and appear in good 
condition, except tho noaos of some 
badly worn by striking against the rucks, 
etc. It is amusing to soo how hard they 
work to get up the stream —sometimes 
progressing and ;igain driven back by the 
swift currrent. They can be shoveled out 
or caught by hand as they get into shal- 
low water or lodge among tho rocks. 
Thousands grow weak and die and are 
carried away by the water running into 
the river. Last evening wo took a ram- 
ble up tho west bank of tho crook and 
found the salmon had ascended some 
score of falls four to eight feet in height. 
About twu-thirds of a mile above the 
Cariboo road bridge at one point only one 
could bo seen, while a dozen rods further 
up half a dozen salmon were together. 
At that point the falls appeared to be an 
obstruction not easily overcome. A pecu- 
liarity of tho salmon up the creek is the 
reddish apperanco thoy present. It is 
said thoy aro "sick salmon" when of that 
look. Certain it is that thoy appeared 
very much bruised and badly tired. — 
Sftitinel.

Intelligence was received yestiirday of 
tho death at Kamloops of Mr. I'roston 
Bennett, tho recently ro-elected .M l*.!', 
for Yale district at tho early, ago of -tl 
His demise was not altogether unexpected 
after tho information that he was takeii 
with a severe attack uf hemorrhage of the 
lungs a few days ago just after having 
been declared oiio of the inembeis eleLt 
From this attack ho did not rally but 
quietly passed away, in spito of every 
effort to rovivo him, at the residoneo of 
Mr. John Tait on Wednesday. Docea-tud 
was born in London, Knglnnd, t>ilucate(l 
in France, whero ho obt.iined an oxci-l 
lent, cla3.sical and cinninercial cdiuvition. 
He was also remarkably well road in Kng- 
lish and Krench literaturt>. IIis father 
is in high standing, as a menihor of the 
London Stock l%.\.change, and deceased 
himself belonged to it previous to coming 
to British Columbiii in 18f>2. Shortly 
after his arrival ho wont to Cariboo; but 
like many others did not achieve success in 
tho mines. In 1803 ho was clerk of the 
Victoria Police Court and in 1804 tool- 
charge of tho H. B. Go's, establishment 
in Kamloops and afterwards in company 
with his partner Mr. Lumby, and Ins 
brother Frederick took up land in Spill.-i 
machcen, to which additions were made 
by purchase sulj-setpiontly and thoir fanu 
is now the lar'.'ost and probably the bust 
in British CnlLiuibia. This season thoy 
have more than 300 acres of magnificent 
wheat ready for the reaper. The con- 
nections of the Right Honorable John 
Bright have boon for many years on 
terms of intimacy with Mr. Bennett's 
family; and it will bo remombercd that a 
few years ago the widow of a brother of 
Mr. Bright, came out on a visit to tho la- 
mented mombor for Yalo whoso untimely 
death is now regretted throughout the 
length and breadth of tho province.

Edisoa'3 Incandescent Slectrieal 
ZUuminatlon. 

A public exhibition of Edison's incan- 
descent electrical light was given Tuesday 
night at H. S. Crocker's store on Bush 
street by Gcorgu S. Ladd, who has se 
cured tho e.\clusivo r.ight, to manafaoture 
tho light in this State and Nevada. Tho 
company rf which Mr. Ladil is tho head 
propuses to introduce the light in this 
city, providing the patrun.age and sup- 
port of tho public -are promised. Tho 
exhibition was witnessed by a large num- 
ber of persons, several Supervisors and 
many prominent business men being 
among those present. Tho lights, or 
lamps as thoy aro called, wore placed in 
position on tho chandeliers, and when tho 
engine and generating machinery were 
set in motion a soft white light was pro- 
duced, equal to si.\teen candles. Tho 
lamp is a small glass bulb, and the light 
is produced by the eleetrieity passing 
through a fine bont piece of carbolized 
Japanese bamboo, which is not larger 
than a horsehair. 

Tho light thus produced is of a semi- 
circular shape, and does not omit much 
boat, as the bulb can be held in an un- 
gloved hand without inconvenience. The 
light in this form is intended for iMterior 
purposes, but can bo made as much more 
powerful as is desired. In lighting the 
streets tho lamps used will not bo larger 
than those required fur interior i)urpose3. 
Tho bulbs arc of dill'erent color, and by 
this means varied colored lights are 
shown according to taste. Tho lamps can 
bo used on Liblos the same a.s an ortlinary 
kerosene or gas lamp, having a lioso con- 
nection. In burning tho light is steady, 
and, when compared with a gas light, is 
much easier on tho eyes. Tho illumina- 
tion can be increased or diniiiiisheti by a 
regular attachment, which acts on all the 
lights within a certain circuit in a house.

Xa the Equator I>l07inar 2Torth? 

(Fort Wttwie Guzotte.) 

The startling theory of the change in 
tho position of tho earth's equator has re- 
sulted in the recording of the following 
phenomena, to which th« attention of 
scientists is again called. Prof. A. M. 
Blake, the well-known Cleveland astron- 
omer, writes us oh follows, inclosing a 
letter he has received from a corres))on- 
dent, to which reference was made a few 
days ago; 

"New Haven, Conn., Juno 30th. 

"A, M. Blake, Esq.:— I have noticed 
when the sun is in the zenith, at noon, 
that the gnomon on the sun's dial casts a 
shadow shorter than tho indications on 
the dial. Your letter is very clear. As 
far as I can nee the sun crept further 
north from Juno 2lst (summer solstice, 
old style) lo the 27th, and begins to re- 
trace. A. B. Chapman. " 

Professor Blake then says: "Ho veri- 
fies niy calculations. On July 2d tho sun 
on th(' return sot in the same place as on 
the advance, Juno 21st. Hence, the sun 
scores right si.x days and loft (on the re- 
turn) five days, which equals eleven days 
that It was not occupying tho same rela- 
tive position to the earth that it did old 
style. This proves conclusively the 
change in tho inclination of tho earth to 
the plane of its orbit." 

Tho above corrospondonco wtis read to 
Profeesor Clippinger, of tho Fort Wayne 
Methodist Episcopal College, himself an 
ustroiioinor of no mean attainments, who 
stated that he had noted the same phe- 
nomena in connection with his sun dial, 
and that if what Professor Blake stated 
Wi'S his calculation, and it had been thus 
verified, Blake had scored ono point, and 
that a very Htrong ono, in favor of his 
theory of the change of the equator, 
owing to tho chango in the inclination of 
the earth to the piano of its orbit. 

The Lost " Joannocto." 

MiN.VEAi'OUs, July 26.— Dr. D. F. 
Collins, of this city, brother of Jerome 
Collins who was lost in tho Jeannetle ex- 
pedition, has asked for an investigation 
of tho loss of tho Jeanadti-. Dr. Collins 
had several interviews with Danenhovver 
and Newcomb, and his charges are based 
on them. Collins charges that after the 
MclviUo-Danenhower party reached a 
placo of safety Danenhowor tisked per 
mission to search for tho DoLong parly. 
Melville refused and ordered Danonhow- 
er south, saving that he would make the 
search himself. Molvillu soon after 
wont south himself without making a 
thorough search, and remained in the 
south until receiving instructions from 
Washington to return north-. Cidlins al- 
leges that all ilio circumstances show 
that had Melville m.ado an energetic 
search at the beginning, or pormittod 
Danenhowor tu du so, DeLong ;ind his 
party would have been saved. Jealousy 
existed among tho ofiicors of the expedi- 
tion, suoh as would make certain a fail- 
ure from the Start. That entering tho 
ico-pack was an inexcusable blander, and 
that the Jea'iun^tlc's provisions were in- 
ferior and insufiicient. Collins says that 
Danenhower is anxious for an investiga- 
tion, a»d will present strong evidence. 
Nowcomb is also ready for it. 

THe Mormons Show Fight. 

OODEN, Utah, July 20. — Wholesale por- 
socution <^f tho Gentiles has boon inau- 
gurated. Arrangements have been made 
for testing tho constitutionality of the 
Edmunds bill in the Supreme Court of 
tho United States. If an adverse deci- 
sion to thoir claims is given tho Mormons 
have doterminod not to submit at any 
cost. The polygatnists, from President 
Taylor down to tho apostles, bishops and 
elders in the most extreme part of thoir 
domain, have separated their wives and 
aro living openly with ono only. All 
polygamists have, under ordsrs, resigned 
from all municipal offices, and vnono- 
gamists strung in the. Mormon faith as 
thuBQ doposed have been Commissioned to 
fill the vacant places.

SkobolofTs Ideas of Russia's Future. 

General Sknbolofl''s itlofis of the future 
of Russia Were drawn by him shortly be- 
fore his death in a inemorHiidum, which 
has now boon published, partly as follows: 
"The political and military ideas which 
must in future form the basis of our 
policy are those by which I have boon 
guided, remeiriberiiig as I did, the solemn 
words ol tho lato emperor addressed to 
me before starting for tho Tokko expedi- 
tion. To my mind the Central Asian 
question is perfectly clear and simple. If 
it do not enable us in a comparatively 
short time to take seriously in hand tho 
oastern question itself, why the Asiatic 
hide 18 not worth the tanning. I venture 
to think that sooner or later Russian 
statesmen will recognize the fact that 
Russia must have the Bosphorus; that 
upon this depends not only hor greatness, 
but her very security from invasion, and, 
by implicatitm, tho development of her 
manufacturing and commercial centres. 
N'o one, I suppose, will dispute that so 
hmg as we were weighed down by the 
Polish and West Russian questions, all 
regular progress, in the truly national 
sense lif the word, will lie extremely diUi- 
cult. At present, in spito of the bltpod 
we have poured forth, all our frontiers 
are open to hostile attacks, compelling us 
to niaiiitiiu an immense artiiy; while the 
Polish ditficuby, thanks to the c unpliua- 
ti<ins rising from tho Ausiro-Germati al- 
liance, ke"pa us in a perf etual state uf 
siege. Nut until she duiniiiates the Bos- 
phorus can Russia make an irrevocable 
FinU Pulonia:."

MoNTUEAL, July 20. — Anmng the mor- 
chants hero to day the chief topic of con- 
versation is relative to tho heavy customs 
seizure of flour made last evening by 
Messrs. W. O'Hara and Cliiuf Officer 
Tedniarsh, It appears that the oflicers 
have had much reason for satnti time past 
to su-ipect that several firms had been de- 
trauiliiig the cuhtoms of tho hfty cents per 
barrel duty on American flour, which has 
been charged under tho tariff. Careful 
Watch havini; been set, it was learned 
that in many ([uartcrs flour had been en- 
tered fur warehouse, but was allowed to 
go into conauiiiptioli, after wards lo be re- 
placed hy Canadian flour, which was ex- 
ported, and the warehouse bond thus 
cancelled. Last night the officers men- 
tioned seized some 1400 btirrels of flour 
belonging to Messrs. Lord & Munn, and 
detainud several other consignments 
which are to bo seized. The seized goods 
amount to some 810,000 in value. It is 
denied for the firm of Lord & Munn that 
the flour seized has been imported irregu- 
larly, or that tho customs officials were 
justified in any way in the ooizure thereof, 
and the' customs ufliciak' own statement 
is at variance with the facts. The' offi- 
cials refuse the names of other firms they 
expect to visit with similar treatment.
